PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  North  Western  portion  of 
the  Country.  It  comprises  26  parishes  covering  an  area  of  49,727  acres 
of  mainly  agricultural  land,  and  whilst  there  are  no  large  villages, 
each  parish  has  a  village  or  hamlet  forming  a  nucleus. 

There  is  very  little,  if  any,  other  form  of  industry  apart  from 
farming  in  the  area  and  for  some  years  now  there  has  been  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  people  turning  to  agriculture  for  a  livelihood.  Many  young 
people,  quite  naturally,  tend  to  go  to  Hereford  or  Leominster  to  work. 
Also,  quite  a  large  number  prefer  to  move  away  completely  from  the  Rural 
area  into  the  larger  towns,  such  as  Birmingham,  where  there  is  much  more 
scope  by  way  of  employment  and  leisure,

Where  appropriate,  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  has  also  been 
informed. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  year. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  extensions  at  the  Weobley 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  commissioned  and  the  Works  now  has  the 
capacity  to  deal  with  liquid  wastes  from  Ledgemoor,  Weobley  Marsh, 
King' s  Pyon  and  Norton  Canon. 

Schemes  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  Bishopstone, 
Pre s ton-on-Wye ,  and  Ledgemoor  and  Weobley  Marsh;  now  that  the 
Works  at  Weobley  are  in  operation  a  scheme  for  Norton  Canon  could 
also  be  proceeded  with. 

The  scheme  for  Bishopstone  is  being  designed  to  enable 
liquid  wastes  to  be  pumped  into  the  Hereford  Rural  District 
Council  Sewage  Works  near  Credenhill. 

The  existing  Works  at  Dilwyn,  Canon  Pyon,  Staunton-on-Wye 
and  Moccas  have  functioned  satisfactorily  and  gradually  more 
properties  are  being  connected  to  the  sewers.  At  Dilwyn  new 
development  has  now  taken  up  practically  all  the  reserve  capacity 
at  the  Works,  and  the  Council  should  seriously  consider  a  sub¬ 
stantial  extension  to  the  Works  as  it  is  likely  that  further 
development  will  occur  in  the  area. 

The  village  of  Almeley  should  also  receive  further 
consideration  as  the  Council  has  been  advised  of  the  existence 
of  several  nuisances  coupled  with  the  fact  that  fairly  extensive 
housing  development  seems  imminent.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  area.  A 
small  pool  is,  however,  in  use  at  Weobley  County  Primary  School 
for  the  use  of  pupils.  Samples  of  water  from  the  Baths  are 
regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  fortnighly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  in 
operation  throughout  this  District  and  the  Kington  Rural  District 
Council  area  for  several  years,  the  service  of  both  Districts 
being  operated  from  the  Depot  at  Whitehill,  Weobley. 
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Since  the  publication  of  the  report  of  the  Government 
Working  Party,  more  and  more  Councils  are  adopting  a  weekly 
collection  service,  using  chiefly  plastic  bags  or  paper  sacks. 

There  is  also  a  definite  trend  in  the  area  towards  a 
weekly  service  which  I  believe  is  to  some  extent  brought  about 
by  less  household  refuse  being  burned  on  open  fires  as  these 
are  diminishing  with  the  introduction  of  small  domestic  central 
heating  systems  or  electrical  heating,  as  well  as  the  fact  that 
a  fairly  large  number  of  properties  are  now  occupied  by  former 
town  dwellers  who  have  been  accustomed  to  a  more  frequent  service 
elsewhere.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  your  Council  was  re¬ 
considering  the  question  of  a  monthly  service. 

On  the  various  collection  rounds  the  freighter  travelled 
some  13,308  miles  during  the  year  at  an  average  of  12.16  to  the 
gallon  of  fuel. 

DISINFECTIONS

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since  1952  and 
so  far  218  proposals  have  been  approved.  Dwellings  improved  under  this 
scheme  now  amount  to  12$  of  the  total  number  of  occupied  houses. 

Twenty-eight  schemes- were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the 

year. 


Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to  be  well 
received  and  during  the  year  20  applications  were  made  and  approved, 
with  16  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959,  some  303 
proposals  amounted  to  about  16.8$  of  the  total  occupied  houses  in  the 
area  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being  later  withdrawn  by  the 
applicants. 

COUNCIL  HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 

A  conversion  and  improvements  scheme  for  converting  Brook  house 
into  twfe  dwellings  and  improving  Brook  Cottage  at  Canon  Pyon  was 
commenced  also  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses  and  four 
bungalows  at  Pres ton-on-Wye  was  in  course  of  preparation.

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PRIVATE  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT 

Only  eight  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year,  this 
in  some  measure  being  due  to  the  difficulties  encountered  in  attaining 
suitable  sites,  with  planning  permission. 

The  County  Planning  Authorities*  Policy  of  building  within  village 
has  meant  that  small  plots  of  land  situated  other  than  in  villages, 
cannot  be  used  for  housing  purposes.  Eleven  dwellings  were  under 
construction  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Wherever  possible  the  utmost  assistance  has  been  given  by  the 
staff  to  help  promote  private  building.
